Outcome Declared Certain

WASH!N G T O N (U P I ) — The H ouse Judi c i a r y 
Committee begins the debate tonight which is almost 
certain to result in a recommendation that President 
Nixon be impeached by the House, tried by the Senate and 
removed from office. 
At the outset of 30 hours of televised debate, only a i 
handful of the 38 committee members appeared to be still 
undecided and genuinely troubled over how to vote 
But there was little doubt about the outcome The 21 
Democrats were united And the Democrats' strategy of 
seeking to accommodate the Republicans whenever 
possible could result in a vote by a two-to-one or even a 
three-to-one margin for recommending the first impeach­ 
ment of a president in a century 
The three-hour committee session is tostar! at 7:30 p m 
EDT, with 15 minute speeches by the most senior 
members. 
The real wrangling likely will come later this week in 
day and night sessions which chairman Peter W Rod mo 
Jr.. D-N.J , is determined to conclude by the end of the 
week. 
He hoped to complete work before the Supreme Court 
hands down a decision that could enormously complicate 
the House’s job 
The court announced it would meet today That could 
mean a ruling on whether Nixon legally invoked executive 
privilege in withholding 64 tapes from the special 
prosecutor But a White House aide in San Clemente, 
C alif, told newsmen he understood the court’s action 
today would be on school busing in Detroit, not on 
Watergate 
If the court rules against Nixon and he complies, there 
will be intense pressure on Congress to forestall an 
impeachment vote to see what the taj»es show 
The process could take months A Senate trial would Ik* 
delayed until the new Congress sits-creating further 
impatience among a population which wants Watergate 
put behind it

WOK OS AND KIIKASES 


Words and phrases are interesting to study, and many 
of these change with the passing of time. Some never do. 
Some are discarded for a generation or two, sit around 
rust from neglect, then pop up again under the guise of 
new discovery. 
Phrases are known to vary in meaning in different 
localities, and slang words in use today are sometimes 
mistakenly considered new, when really they are quite 
ancient. 
Various parts of the country and different family clans 
give a variety of meanings to the sam e words. Words and 
phrases may be considered proper and acceptable to 
some segments and offensive to others. 
My own people, on my father’s side, had a quaint and 
curious habit of deliberately distorting pronunciation. 
Some of my relatives considered it “ stuffed shirt" to 
speak properly. In this clan, ch erries c a m e out 
“ehurries:” peonies were "pineys;” muskmelons w'ere 
“ m erskm elons;” covers were “ kivers;” and “ right here” 
sounded like “ rye cheer.” My mother, who was from 
Kansas,detested this habit. She was a stickler for proper 
speaking, and tried hard to make this a household rule. 
G etting back to today, the word “ b e a tn ic k ” is 
considered more or less a new word, and is applied when 
describing a no-account ra sc al, a n e ’er-do-well of 
suspected repute. It has come into much overwork with 
the arrival of the hippie type person. Yet Mark Twain, 
who wrote long before the latter part of the 19th century, 
spoke of the “ beats” and "dead beats” of those times. 
Mark Twain also used the phrases “ pile it on,” and 
'sock it to him ” in his descriptive language. He also used 
baker s dozen,” “ burned to a cinder,” “ wear and tear,” 
and many other such descriptives which have withstood 
the ravages of time and enjoy common usage today. 
One word which Í recall but do not hear 'these days (in 
the same meaning) is the word “ clever.” Clever is 
generally used to describe someone of ability, with a 
sharp mind, Not so the people of my father’s elan in his 
generation A “ clever” person, to them, was someone who 
was friendly, hospitable, and personable. 
During World War II, I discovered that some phrases 
and w ords, in com m on use and accep tab ility in 
Hoosierland, were offensive to people not from this area . I 
also found that the flat nasal twang of Indiana folks was 
noticeable to “ o u tsid e rs," and th at we do speak 
differently here. 
Hoosiers are prone to call concrete “cem en t;” we say 
“ I reckon” for “ I believe; ” here a stone road is a “gravel 
ro a d ;" (in Kansas, a crushed stone road is called “ chat.” ) 
People in the midwest say “ up north, down south, over 
east, and out west 
This is acceptable and done most all 
over the country except the west and far west, where 'they 
say “ back east." 
As you travel on vacation this summer, watch your 
language Phrase w ith care. You might get a “ sock on the 
jaw "

Legalized Gambling always 
appears to be the easy, quick, 
painless way to raise money for 
worthwhile causes. 
A state lottery, along with 
higher fuel and motor vehicle 
taxes were proposed as ways to 
finance m ass tra n sp o rta tio n 
needs in, Indiana. A committee1 
has been studying the problem 
for

during the interim, and found

relief. In the early days of our

Welfare Mother Gets More 
Than Woman Who Works 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The 
nation’s welfare system actual­ 
ly encourages unemployed and 
low income fathers to desert 
their families and avoid work, 
according to a congressional 
study of welfare programs,. 


The sam e is true for aid for 
dependent 
children 
(AFDC) 
programs which provide finan­ 
cial incentives for women to 
have a first child, it said 


The report showed that an 
unemployed, childless woman 
can almost double her welfare 
benefits —with an additional 
$1,159 a year in cash and food 
payments —by having a child. 
The assistance value of addi­ 
tional children was $756 for the 
second and $628 for the third. 


While welfare benefits vary 
from state to state, the study 
said, 
the 
"average 
amount 
potentially 
available 
to 
the 
fatherless welfare family be­ 
gins to com pare favorably with 
what people earn.” 


For example, a non-working 
welfare mother of three can 
gross 10 per cent more than the 
average income for all women 
workers, and when an unem ­ 
ployed father deserts his family 
their welfare benefits increase 
about 33 per cent. 


The survey showed that if an 
unemployed father deserts his 
family, the wife gained from 
$1,004 to $1,318 in food and 
welfare payments depending on

Newspapers at both Indiana­ 
polis and Memphis reported 
Tuesday that the Tams, the 
worst team in the ABA last 
year, had acquired Daniels, a 
center, and Lewis, a guard, 
plus the rights to Brown, a for 
ward who played out his option

Now the arguments are less 
on the question of legalizing use 
of pot than the medical impact 
of smoking it. 
The new d e b ate has been 
sp a rk e d by publication of a 
series

studies 
—some of 
them 
sensational 
in 
their 
conclusions 
— 
suggesting 
m arijuana use is more danger­ 
ous than evidence had previous­ 
ly suggested. 
Much of the impetus for the 
spate of antipot publicity can 
be traced to hearings by the 
Senate Subcommittee on Inter­ 
nal 
Security 
on 
"the 
drug 
situation and its impact on U.S. 
security.” 
At the hearings, Chairman 
Jam es O. Eastland, D Miss., 
made it clear that while he did 
not favor jailing individuals for 
private use of marijuana, he 
believed there was a "strong 
imbalance" in marijuana pub­ 
licity, and he re stric te d the 
h e a rin g s to r e s e a rc h e rs who 
believe 
pot 
is 
‘‘a 
highly 
dangerous drug." 
Some of the studies presented 
at the Eastland hearings —such 
as 
c la im s 
th at 
m a riju a n a 
causes excessive chromosome 
damage, 
can 
lead 
to 
birth 
defects 
and 
that 
marijuana 
smokers are more susceptible 
to 
infectious 
diseases 
—are 
being 
challenged. 
They 
are 
being variously described as 
“exaggerated and misleading" 
and, 
more importantly, 
that 
they might be a perversion of 
scientific objectivity for politi­ 
cal purposes. 
Thomas E. Bryant, president 
of the independent Drug Abuse 
Council, contended that some of 
the studies "appear to have set 
out to support a preconceived 
notion.” 
“ The result has been a series 
of 
reports, 
some 
of 
which 
resemble 
propaganda 
more 
nearly 
than 
scientific 
re ­ 
search," said Bryant. 
As one example, Bryant cited 
research done by Dr. Robert G. 
Heath of 
Tulane 
University. 
Heath 
said 
his 
experiments 
with cannabis preparations in 
rhesus monkeys showed that 
heavy m arijuana smoking can 
cause perm anent brain d am a ­ 
ge 
The Department of Health, 
Education 
and 
Welfare 
has 
concluded however in a new- 
annual 
report 
on 
marijuana 
research that “definitive con­ 
clusions regarding cannabis use 
and 
possible 
brain 
damage 
cannot 
be 
reached 
at 
this 
tim e.” 
One problem with the Heath 
study m ay be the dosage levels 
used 
For most scientific research 
purposes, chronic heavy dosage 
is considered to be about seven 
m arijuana cigarettes a day. In 
the Heath study, dosage cam e 
out to between 20 cigarettes a 
day the lowest level and 240 — 
equivalent to a chain smoker 
smoking one pack of cigarettes 
per hour, day and night —at 
the high level. Not surprisingly, 
two of H eath’s monkeys died 
from respiratory complications. 
Some critics of Heath's study 
say it could be compared to 
studying the impact of alcohol 
by giving monkeys 240 shots of 
whiskey a day.

cludes, serious researchers on 
both sides of the legal-social 
impact 
of 
the 
marijuana 
co n tro v e rsy

“ We must continue to investi­

Bryant

verdict whether he is guilty or 
innocent of high crim.es and 
misdeam eanors? 
Those favoring censure say 
this course could be the more 
appropriate punishment to fit 
the offenses ch a rg e d to the 
President. Their argument goes 
like this: 


Impeachment is an awesome 
power. It can lead to removal 
of a president lawfully chosen 
by the people. It should be used 
only when the crimes are of a, 
magnitude so as to undermine 
the government, perhaps w eak­ 
en it fatally, before the people 
had a chance to speak again. 
The crim e should be gross and 
the 
evidence 
overwhelming 
before 
tampering 
with 
the 
people's choice. 


This, of course, is for each 
m em ber of Congress to judge 
based on the evidence before 
him. But if the decision is that 
the crim e and the evidence are 
insufficient for impeachment, 
should Nixon get off scot free0 


Would it mean that Congress 
was 
approving his 
conduct? 
Would it tempt future presi­ 
dents who might be similarly 
inclined? 


Those favoring censure say 
this 
would 
be 
an 
adequate 
deterrent. 
Censure has been 
used by Congress itself against 
its own m em bers who strayed 
from the straight and narrow, 
but 
not 
sufficiently 
to 
be 
expelled. Thomas J. Dodd of 
Connecticut was censured by 
the 
Senate 
for 
an 
offense 
similar to one of the charges 
against 
Nixon 
—misuse 
of 
campaign funds.

Constitution about censure of a 
president. 
But 
Congress can 
speak

resolutions. They have no force 
of law but reflect a state of

The Charities Study Commit­ 
tee is struggling line by line 
through a 22-page draft of legis­ 
lation that may become one of 
the lively items for discussion 
in the 1975 Legislature, 


Sen. Paul W. Sw isher, R- 
Mooresville, the chairman, said 
that while religious organiza­ 
tions 
and 
charitable 
groups 
whose officers and members do 
their own solicition voluntarily 
are exempt from registration, 
they still would be required to 
file an annual report to the Di­ 
vision of Charity Registration, a 
proposed new officer under the 
Indiana attorney general. 


The draft specifies that these 
claims for exemption are to be 
reviewed and “ letters of exem p­ 
tion" would be issued to those 
found to qualify for the exempt 
status, without charge for regis­ 
tration Swisher said the com ­ 
mittee did not reach the point 
of considering fees for the cha­ 
ritable solicitation organizations 
who are not exempt but hope 
to vote on this at the next m eet­ 
ing. 


Rep. Frances Gaylord, R West 
Lafayette, a committee member 
who authorized the resolution 
creating the study committee, 
said “ we do not want to hurt 
the legal ones but we do want 
to present a bill to curb abuses ’’ 


The committee increased the 
proposed staff of the new divi­ 
sion after being advised that 
Ohio had difficulty with its cha­ 
ritable solicitations law because 
of too small a staff. The pro­ 
posed Indiana staff is three a t­ 
torneys, one of whom will be 
the director and six non-legal 
personnel. 


The revisions made Monday 
also included a change to allow 
legal action to recover money 
collected in violation of the law 
and to specify that the judge 
return the money to the donors 
if identifiable or if not, the 
court may direct the money be 
paid to “ a repute ble charitable 
organization which in the court’s 
opinion has charitable purposes 
similar to or identical “ with the 
penalized organization.
